A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

1) Applicant argued that Kramer does not deal with registration and/or an auto discovery protocol of ONU in the 
network at all. The word "Registration" does not appear at all in his description, REQUEST 402 in his FIG. 4 is not a 
registration request (REGISTER_REQ) message and cannot be used for this purpose. 

In reply Applicant was directed to Kramer's FIG.4 wherein the REQUEST 402 includes an NID field 404 and a WS field 
406 being sent by ONU-1 to OLT 204. The WS field includes the current bytes of data, i.e., 4300 bytes, WAITING in 
the buffer of a particular ONU-1 when the REQUEST 402 was generated. The ONU-1 also sends data 408, i.e., 1200 
bytes, stored in the buffer of the ONU-1 upto the size of the granted window of 1200 bytes. Thus the OLT would check 
the REQUEST 402 for the granted bytes (i.e., 1200 bytes) and would register the ADDITIONAL REQUEST of 3100 
bytes (see updated entry equation in column 8) that is associated with the WS field 406 in the REQUEST 402 for ONU- 
1. Therefore, the claimed limitation of Registration Request message is met by the REQUEST 402-Fig.4. 

2) Applicant also argued that the claimed entity is not the requested/granted bytes to/from ONU/OLT. Applicant stated 
that in the specification, 0004, wherein the ENTITY is defined as application, service, voice, video, data. 

In reply, applicant was directed to REQUEST 402 wherein the WS field 406 was included in the REQUEST 402 to 
request additional bytes/bandwidth to transmit its additional 3100 bytes data. Therefore, the claimed limitation of 
ENTITY is met by the WS field 406 for requesting for permission to transmit the additional 3100 bytes data from the 
ONU-1.
